We regard this movement as.one of the cheering signs of the times, indicating as 
it does, that those sectarian jealousies which have so long disturbed the peace and — 
weakened the energies of the church are beginning to disappear, and holding out the 
promise of a final concentration of effort on the part of all evangelical believers, for 
the overthrow of error and the dissemination of fundamental truth—and we trust

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“We refet to.these proceedings of the General Synod in regard to the Tract, Bible, 
and Evangelical Associations, because we think it highly important that the designs — 
and operations of these societies should be presented to the notice of each particular 
Synod. 

_ From the report of the Book Company, it appears that the affairs of that institu- — 


tion are prosperous, and that the directors have been 
to the funds of some of our benevolent associations. 


From the report of the Committee on the State of the Church, it appears that the 
state of the church is highly prosperous. New congregations have been formed, 


new church edifices erected. ‘Within the bounds of 13 Synods, 10,632 were admit- 


ted to church communion by confirmation and certificate, and 1,479 by,adult baptism 
in a single year, exhibiting a more flourishing state of religion than during the two 
preceeding years, when so many churches in our own and other denominations were 
visited with special and extraordinary manifestations of the divine presence. _ 
a These are the chief proceedings of the General Synod which claim the attention 
‘of this body.

It has 
long been the wish of your committee to see the theelogical department of Hartwick 


Seminary placed upon a better footing. They consider it important to the prosperity 
and usefulness of the institution that facilities should be afforded to theolegical stu- 


dents, equal to those enjoyed at any one of our Theological Seminaries in this coun- 


___ pleasure at the conduct of such men, as, under the guise of minis- 


try, and this cannot be effected unless two theologieal professors are supported, whose 
whole time shall be devoted to theological instruction. 
At the late meeting of the Board of Trustees this view was again urged upon the 
attention of the Board, and they have made a formal and distinct proposition which

to act, unless they are convinced by an examination of the applicant that he has the 
qualifications required. In the applications referred to, such an examination could 


not be held, as there was no medium of communication, the candidates being unac- 
quainted with the English language, and the President unhappily ignorant of the = 
German. The rejection of these applicants may have operated injuriously to them, 


and perhaps to the interests of the church, and therefore it may be well to provide 
for such cases in future. I would suggest the appointment by ballot of a Standing 
Committee of Examination, whose duty it shall be to receive all applications from 
candidates for admission into the Ministerium, to examine them as to their qualifice- 
tions and character, and report to the President ; who shall, upon their recommen- 
a them with the proper credentials for the exercise of the ministerial 
ce.
